HOW TO SOW SEEDS. 


'Iho growth of a plant does not wholly 


depend on chemical conditions. 
Wo sow 


seeds in pasty soil ihnt has had no proper 
preparation, aud v.iinly look for their appear- 
ing. 
But why should they not germinate in 


suitable 
conditions 
of temperature nnd 


moisture? 
Well, in all probability they do 


often germinate, however pasty and unfit the 
soil may be, and yot there is no plant set-n, 


nud, 
therefore, no crop produced. 
The 


reason is that the louder root emerging 
from the seed (or, to be scientific,°say 
;he radicle) cannot in such a soil perform 
:ho movements that are essential to its c-x- 
stenco, and tbo entire baby plant perishes 
iu the endeavor to obtain a footing in the 
world. 
Sow nn equal nunfber of seeds in 


two parcels— one on close, pasty soil, the 
other on a mellow, pulverized nnd aerated 
aoil — and in duo time count the plants on 
each plot, nnd you will thereby learn that 
"circumnutation" is a matter of importance 
to the plant, to tbo cultivator, and in foot 
to ai'i mankind, including the clown and tlio 
clodhopper.

CROPS FOK BOILING. 


Farmers who intend adopting a system of 


soiling, wholly or in part, the coming season 
should fit once c.orumenco 
making their 


plans ihnrcfor. 
Those who last fall sowed 


winter rye for onrly forngo huve a'fide n 
beginning, but it will be p.dvisablo for them 
to put in sonift sprintr rye, and tho seed 
should now bo secured. 
Whether Ihfc crop 


which is to succeed tho ryo shall be bnrloy 
Hungarian or clover n^ls^be decided upon, 
while if elovor bo the choice, th<j seed should 
bo at onco purchasei'l. since it will soon bo 
time to sow it upon tho winter ryo. If the 
ground was prepared last fall for spring rye, 
it may bo sown as soon ns it is possible to 
get on to the field with a team. 
If tho rye 


ia not sown till tho hut of tho mouth, clover 
can be sown at tho same lime nnd bushed in. 


It will be desirable to follow spring rvo 


with barley ; nnd elovor crm also bo sown at 
the same time. 
Follow barley with oats, 


with which sow pens, following with Hun- 
garian. 
Clover niny bo omitted with both 


winter nnd spring ryo and also with hurley, 
arranging for Hungarian to 
follow.- Of 


clover it will no;; bo possible to secnro so 
heavy n crop of forage as with Hungarian,

A 
piece of run-out grass-land, not required for 
fodder corn, may, hy turning over tho sod 
and harrowing in fiomo special fertilizer or 
manure, bo sown 'o oats and clover, nnd R 
heavy crop of oats for fodder and a frtir 
crop of clover rowon obtained. If it in pro 
fdrrcd to take off a light crop of hay, it can 
then ho ploughed, and by applying manure 
or fertilizer* n nrop of oats to food groon .in 
Orjlobor can Im rained.

ijronn about tho laf.t of October, If frost in
